COERCION, ACTUAL AND ACTIVE 

egina Leader: A joint meeting of 
the city council and the council of 
the board of trade was held in the 
council chamber on W Tednesday ev- 
ening {ast to consider what repres- 
entation: should te made to the 
Railway Commission with regard to 
the questions of warehouse track 


sites and freight rates. 

The gathering was thoroughly re- 
presenta tive of the wholesale com- 
mereiii interests of Regina and the 

opinion apparently inanimously pre- 

vailed that there existed serious 
and legitimate grounds for com- 
plaint on the part of the city 
against the C. P. R. The point, 
nowever, was who should bell the 
eat? While the meeting was ab- 
soiutely agreed that there were 
matters ot vital imterest that 
should be brought to the notice of 
the Railway Commission, it was 
equally agreed that anyone appear- 
ing to give evidence against the 
«. P. R., would be a marked man 
and would be inade, so far as the 
compsny was able, to feel the 
weight of its severe displeasure. 
Prominent business men did not 
hesitate to say that in the event 
of their appearing against the C. 
P. R. things would ba made as un- 
comfortable as possible in their fu- 
ture relations with the company, 
and an instance was cited of a well 
known merchant who had g#iven 
evidence before the Commission on 
a previous occasion and was greeted 
the following day with a bili for de- 
murrage amounting to over $30. 
The prevailing impression was that 
until the C. N. R. reached Regina 
it would be next to impossible for 
the business men of the city to ob- 
ject to the -serious handicap to 
which they are at present subjected 
by the autocratic rule of the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway and that the 
only possible way of obtaining re- 
dress from the intolerable state of 
affairs was fo use every endeavor 
to get the Mackenzie & Mann road 
into the city with the least possible 
delay. Healthy competition was 
the only weapon with which the 
present transportation monopoly 
could be successfully fought. 

The predicament of the Regina 
business men is an !ndication of the 

real and only coercion from which 
the people of the west have suf- 
fered or will ever suffer. For twen- 
ty years the people of the Canadian 
West have been the vktims of a 
commercial coercion neither visionary 
nor immateriaf. The opportunities of 
life have been narrowed for every 
man in the west and the public prog- 
ress in every portion of the west 
has been hampered by the avaricious 
policy of the corporation into whose 
hands we were delivered by the Con- 
servative party of Canada. 

It is a fitting testimony to the un- 
changeable nature of Conservatism 
that the party which shackled the 
commercial life of the Canadian West 
by the Canadian Pacific monopoly 
stands allied in this Province with 
the corporation which it brought in- 
to being, but thet that party asks the 
people of Alberta to hand over the 
management of the affairs of the 
Province to the solicitor for that 
corporation cannot be construed as 
a eompliment -to the inteijligence of 


the electorate.

THE POLICY FOR ALBERTA 

While the Conservatives seck for 
power oD a program of negation, ag- 
itation, litigation and stagnatron, the 
Government wiil appeal to the elec 
torate for endorsation on the merits 
of a positive policy of construction, 
advancement and accomplishment 
based on the resolutions adopted by 
the Liberal convention and, will ask 
the mandate of the people to carry 
the spirf€é and purpose of those reso- 
lutions into the conduct of public af- 
fairs. 

The platform of Alberta Liberals 
was determined by the actual condi- 


tions existing in this Province and 
was designed to conserve such of 
these conditions as make for the 
general welfare and to remedy, in so 
far as it is within the business and 


power of a Provincial Government to 
do so, the condtiions which tend to 


prevent or retard the public welfare. 
To accomplish this it was necessary 
that the platform be in the [first in- 
stance practical and in the next 
broad enough to cover the entire 
range of Government duty and activ- 
ity. That both these requirements 
vere adequately met is evidenced by 
the resolutions comprising the plat- 
form and by the fact that during} 
2 month of public discussion no 
orthy proposal for the administra- 
tion of Provincial affairs has been 
made by friend or enemy which was 
not forecasted in those resolutions. 
That no general or serious attack 


hes beem made by the Alberta Conser- 
vatives upon that platform is quite 
as good testimony to -its strength 
and comprehensiveness as the fact 
that in drafting the clauses com- 
prising their own deserted platform 
the Alberia Conservatives took the 
liberty of appropriating the substance 


icf the majority cf those resofutions 


for their own use and purposes. The 
adwission thus made by ile Alberta 
Conservatives is that the business of 
the Provincial Government car _ be 
better undertaken ‘and accomplished 
under the provisions of the Liberal 
platform than under any alternative 
proposais they were prepared to of- 
fer. The stand of Alberta Liberals is 
that in the outworking of the prin- 
ciples enunciated in the resoiutions 
of tke convertion a policy will be 
evolved which will make for the ra- 
pid and permanent development of 
the Province m all departments of 
its affairs, a policy which will guar- 
antee to the Province progressive 
legislation, honest and efficient ad- 
ministration and such general man- 
agement ‘of Provincial affairs as will 
by protecting the interests of all pro- 
mote the general good. 

It is of not iess importance that 
the policy of the Provincial Govern- 
ment be shaped to avoid interference 
with the development policy of the 
Federal. Government. Western Can- 
ada was not made by the advocates’ 
of the C. P. R. monopoly and Provin- 
cial strife. The forces which have 
produced development and progress 
have been very material and tangible 
forces and they have been brought 
to bear upon the latent capabilities 
of the West »%y the operation of a 
Federal policy based on 2 knowledge 
of Western conditions and a desire 
to promote Western prosperity. The 
normal development of Alberta is 
still far in advance and for many 


and must be inseparably connected 
with the continuance of this Feder- 
al policy. Co-operation, not conflict. 
should therefore be the key-nofe of 
the relation between the Provincial 
and Federal Governments. There & 
and must he in the Liberal policy 
assertion and defence of the full 
measure of Provincial rights, but 
there fis not and should not be a dis- 
position of hostility toward the Fed- 
eral Government. Such disposition in 
the Provincial policy could but result 
in the disturbance if not the paralysis 
of the Federal policy which has made 
and is making for the marvellously 
ravid development of the Province. 
The spirit of the Liberal policy is 
and should he. to continue’ the 
friendship of the Federal Government 
and secure the assistance of that 
Government m working out the fu- 
ture of the Province. Tt is not well 
to needlessly antagonize a benefactor, 
especially when he is the only one in 
sight.

In this connection, (as- 
suming that it has not already been 
done,) I would strongly advise your 
estimable governing body to se- 
cure a site for civic wuildings which 
will be ample to serve alf purposes 
for years to come. ‘When Edmonton 
grows to be the city the conditions 
warrant she wfl be, there will be 
need of commodious and imposing 
quarters in which to carry, on the 
civic business; in short, she will call 
for a city hall and offices compatable 
with her dignity, and now is the 
time for the selection and purchase 
of the grounds for tat purpose be- 
fore values become so high as_ to 
prohibit fts being located where 1% 
should be, viz., in the most central 
and prominent part o: the city. Fur- 
ther than this, there will soon be 
ever; necessity for establishing city 
parks and play grounds, which are 
an absolute necessity, and the more 
centraf, the nearer to the congested 
portions of the city, the mere effec- 
tua! and appreciated they become. 

Values are not so high at the pres- 
ent time but what the city couid 
contro! park sites close enough to 
the centre to satisfy the most ex- 
acting, and with its physical and 
other advantages, and a fittie fore- 
thoucht, there is no reason why Ed- 
monton should not become one of 
the most charming piaces of resi- 
dence in fhe Dominion of Canada. 
When a city seis the example, an 
beautifies its grounds and odd cor- 
ners, citizens are not slow to foliow 
and the result is that residences soon 
become conspicuous beauty spots. The 
most beautiful city in regard to lit- 
tle parks and green corners that 1 
ever came across, was the city of 
Savanna in South Georgia. Here 
they did not go outside of the city to 
establish parks, but utilized every 
available spot, even if oniy a few 
square yards in space for the plant- 
ing of trees and shrubs. The result 
was that down in the thick of the 
business places there were refreshing 
bits of scenery [for the tired gaze 
of weary citizens to rest upon. 

My solicitation for the advance and 
progress of your city must 6e my 
apology for trespassmg upon your 
valued space To such length.
